Caring For Cut Glass - 
How To Handle Delicate 
Ware .So It Will Retain Us 
Beauty. (Article following) 

It is seloelm that the girl 
who sells the cut glass in th>' 
department stores can tell 
you precisely what to do in 
c-rder to preserve these beau¬ 
tiful and exirensive articles, 
hut one young lady, who 
owns .several costly pieces 
and wh.o is over-enthusiastic 
concerning them, says that 
with the proper care they 
are a joy forever and a de- 
ligh to behold. 

As a warning she says 
that it requires considerably 
more care and attention than 
does silverware, as cut glass 
will not stand any rough 
handling while being poi 
ished. This brittle article is 
actually the most fragile in 
the world of the housewife. 
If sfsrms to await its chance 
to shatter, and herefore if 
the following rules are ad¬ 
hered to breakage will be re 
duced to the smallest per- 
cf ntage: 

- Keep it in a china 
closet that has a rail or 
support that will .avert its 
Hipping. 

— Make sure that tP.e 
shelf is strong enopjgh to 
hold the weight if the pieces 
are large. 

- - Never rinse under run¬ 
ning water. 

-- Prepare water for wasli- 
ing in a wooden pan or dish 
tub and fold a towel on the 
bottom so that the pieces 
can rest on its cushiony 


layers. 

“ M.ake the water tcfxd, 
add ammonia and have just 
a good white soap, a eamed s 
hair brush (sold for this 
pui-pos-e) and a lintU'.ss cloth. 

— Rinse with water of th<> 
.same temperature .md dry 
with a .soft towel, i)olishii:g 
afterward with tissue pai> r 
that comes for this pMr{X)se, 
or you can u.se a new clean 
chamois. 

—■ Do not put greast' of 
any kind in lhe.se pic('es, not 
even butter, as grea.se makes 
th'm cloudy, and you can 
never polish them as bright¬ 
ly .after so u.sing. 

— Brushing should always 
br done with the coftevst 
brushe.s procurabie. 

— .Stuff blushes scratcii 
unmereifully. But a brush 
must be used to clean the 
(-reviees, so it cannot be dis¬ 
pensed with. 

- Nev-'r use tacdcs or 
bucksbot to clean the inside 
of bottli's, j.ugs and piteber-i, 
hut the ground shell of ni;

It’s rather hard to compre¬ 
hend that the first parade 
was held on January 1, 1890 
and a .surty with some flow¬ 
ers on top wa.s judged the 
best entry. The idea - seed 
Tor the parade is credited to 
Dr. Charles Frederick Holder

Valley Hunt Club - then de¬ 
voted to actual hunting,

In Jerry’s Absence 

Jerry Brown may be out of towin as often as not, but 
that doesn’t mean the affairs of state come screeching 
to a halt every time the governor attends a tree tapping 
In New HampsJiire. 

Decisions must be matJe, economies exacted, payrolls 
mtd, and bills paid. 

The governor was out of the .state 13 days hi October, 
but, according to claims submitted by his office to the 
. rntroller, the following progress was made during the 
montli: 

— Savings of $300 annually was achieved when Gray 
Davis ordered the 1980 office subscriptian to the “Sacra¬ 
mento Bee” slashed from 10 copies to five. 

— Harv’s Corner car wa.sh received $54 lor buffing the 
governor’s blue Plymouth and four gubernatorial Gremlins. 

— Subscriptions to the “New York Times” (delivered 
daily bv Greyhound), “Newsweek,” “Saturday Review,” 
“Oommonwealth,” “Fortune,” and “Foreign Affairs” were 
renegotiated successfully. 

— Leo Gallegos, the governor’s community relations 
man in the Fresno area, received ihis two checks for $l,3.53..i0 
a piece, under terms of a personal services contract with 
thc> office, 

— Lana Beckett, a governor’s aide, finally received 

her copy of McLoughlin’s “Revivals Awaken.” a 

(wiiemporary history of social progress in the United States. 

— The general fund coughed up $18.48 to Western 
Union for a telegram from Jerry Brown to somene in Nai¬ 
robi, Kenya. 

— And the California Highway Patrol received its 
check from the goernor’s office for the services of Dale 
Rowlee, the governor’s driver. For October, it came to 
$3,399.27, reflecting salary, benefits, and 10 hours over¬ 
time. \V3iat does the governor’s driver do when the gover¬ 
nor is out of state? "Ask the governor’s office,” said a 
OHP spokesman. 


Prop. 13 Hits Assembly 

Louis Papan, Democratic chairman of the state assem¬ 
bly’s housekeeping committee, has announced an election- 
year plan to cut assembly costs: Cut Republicans. 

In a November 30 “Dear Carol” letter to Assembly Re 
publican leader Carol Hallett, Papan, chairman of the As¬ 
sembly Rules Committee, said that the GOP caucus staff 
would be cut by 11 positions effective New Year’s Day for 
savings of $300,000. 

ISfoting that assembly Democrats, who enjoy a 50-30 
membership edge in the lower house, currently have 35 
partisan staffers compared to 32 for Republicans, he said 
the move will “restore an equitable balance” between 
staff ratios in the two caucuses. 

Republicans, countering that Papa's partisan count 
overlcxdked some 25 persons reporting to Democratic Assem¬ 
bly Speaker Leo McCarthy, said the cutback was Papan’s 
way of lashing back at Republicans for targeting his as- 
.sembly seat as a Republican priority in the 1980 elections. 

“The party did a survey in ihis district which found 
him vulnerable,” said a Republican stafffer, “and he re¬ 
turned to Sacramento with a saber in his teeth.” 

Since the Assembly became a full-time body in 1967, 
legislative staff levels have tended to swell in even-num¬ 
bered years, records show. .Recoiitis also show that a 
good number of legislative aides take leaves of absence or 
holidays during the weeks just prior to the June and 
November elections. 


School Voucher Stumbling 

Petition gatherers for the Coon - Sugarman school 
vouchers initiative faced a practical deadline of Decem¬ 
ber 15 to turn in the 553,790 voter signatures needed to 
place the constitutional amenOonent on the June 1980 
ballot. 

•I was very hopeful,” said co-drafter John Coons, 
“but whether we will make it at this point, no one knows 

we jiust didn’t have the money to track the progress 
made by our volunteers.” 

The drive had been placed in the hands of volun¬ 
teer coordinators in 19 California counties. San Diego, Fres- 
n, Alameda and San Francisce counties have yielded the 
most signatures to date, Coons said. 

He estimated his campaign will have spent between 
$29,000 and $30,000 on the qualification process by Decem¬ 
ber 15. On that date county cordinators were polled to 
determine whether the numbers warranted a count by the 
various county clerks. 

Tlie initiative faced a legal deadline of January 4 
for certification by the Secretary of State. 

Coons said that at the very least the campaign has 
elevated the issue of family choice in the schools. “As 
a document, the initiative has come off well,” he said. 
‘•There has lieen no serious penetration of its legal sound- 
nes.s.'’ 

Asked if he would try again, should the initiative fail 
to qualify, Coons said, “Sure, but I can’t imagine starting 
over with no money.” 


About Time! 

Oh a motion by Superlsvor Kenneth Hahn, the Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors voted to urge Gov¬ 
ernor Pldmund G. Brown, Jr., to require that service sta¬ 
tions to provide air, water and wherever possible bath- 
ooom facilities. 

“Since the gasoline shotages of last spring, a dis- 
tuibing number of so-called ‘.service’ stations have cur¬ 
tailed those basic servic-es,” Hahn said. “These are not 
unneeded luxuries, but important requirements for the 
safety and comfort of motorists. 

“Without proper tire pressure for maximum safety and 
fuel efficiency, and without water for full radiators and 
clea-.n windshields, automobiles become unnecessarily 
wasteful and dangerous.” 

Governor Brown can add these requirements to Cali¬ 
fornia’s Gasoline Emergency Heggulations through his em¬ 
ergency powers.

I Answer: 

Under present law you can 
hire an attoriey and ask the 
i court for a modification of 
1 your support order based on 
the increase In your hus¬ 
band’s salary and your own 
decreased income. We rea- 
‘ lire that you have little 
income to hire an attorney, 
but you can ask for attor¬ 
ney’s fees as part of the 
' modification. 

With inflation soaring, it 
seems obvious that an order 
of child support made five 
or ten years ago is worth 
. considerably less In purchas¬ 
ing power than the court 
criginally intended. It has 
■ been suggested that an auto¬ 
matic cost-of-living escala- 
; tor clause for child support 
ho included in court orders 
, to oompensate for inflation. 

Another change in family 
I law now currently being 
considered would be to estab¬ 
lish a minimum level of child 
support on a state-wide sche¬ 
dule. The goal would not be 
to standardize child support 
payments to a minimum 
amount, but to provide a 
floor below which support 
could not reasonably be 
awarded. As an example, 
this amount could be based 
on the minimum basic stan¬ 
dard for adequate care of 
children which has been es¬ 
tablished .by the legislature 
for the Aid to Families 
with Dependent Childr e n 
program. Presently, the stan¬ 
dard for minimum survival 
needs for one child is $204. 
Of course, the Income of the 
paying parents would be 
taken into account so that 
he nr she would still retain 
subsistence level living ex¬ 
penses.
